Soviet Satellites Appear 
Straddling Fence On Cuba

WARSAW, Poland '^ — Apa­ 
thy among the Soviet satellite 
regimes in Eastern Europe ap­ 
parently was a factor in Pre­

K hrushchev’s 
agreem ent to ship his missiles 
home from Cuba. 
Many diplomats think Po­ 
land’s Communist government 
for e x a m p l e , straddled the 
fence as much as it dared dur­ 
ing last w eek’s crisis. 
There wasn’t even a- "hands 
off Cuba” dem onstration out­ 
side the American Embassy in 
Warsaw such as occurred be­ 
fore the embassies in Moscow, 
London, Copenhagen, T o k y o 
and Prague.

U.S. diplomatic notes about 
the arm s quarantine were fired 
hack by the Kremlin. Similar 
notes got only polite oral re­ 
buttals here. 
Many a Pole privately ab­ 
horred the idea that the Soviet 
i Union might fight over Cuba. 
I “If th ere is war over Cuba, I 
have two requests of America.” 
a Polish writer told this re- 
j porter. "First, don’t use nu­ 
clear weapons. Second, win it.” 


Despite the sustained propa­ 
ganda buildup, Castro and his 
bearded cohorts are not re­ 
garded as comrades in arms by 
many East Europeans. 


About one-third of Poland’s 


trade is with the West, and the 
country exchanges mail with 
perhaps eight million people 
of Polish stock in America and 
W estern Europe. These are ties 
local ■ Communist leaders can­ 
not ignore when they consider 
a showdown over such a remote 
place as Cuba.

Smog in Marin may not be a 
terrific problem yet. but it can 
become steadily worse if smog 
throughout the Bay Area is not 
curbed, members of the Marin 
County Council of Mayors and 
Councilmen 
were 
told 
last 
night. 
Benjamin Linsky, control of­ 
ficer of the Bay Area Air Pol­ 
lution Control District, spoke 
to 34 mayors, councilmen and 
fire chiefs at the Deer Park 
Villa in Fairfax. He said a dis­ 
trict officer, Paul Brand, is now 
assigned to Marin and urged 
fire chiefs to seek the district’s 
assistance with any air pollu­ 
tion problems. 
Incinerator burning is the 
major pollution of air in Marin, 
Linsky said, and the district 
must eventually find a way to 
control such burning in the en­ 
tire Bay Area. 
“If it were not for the strict 
controls now in effect in Los 
Angeles County,” Linsky said, 
“Los Angeles would be a disas­ 
ter area. They have controlled 
‘stationary’ 
causes 
such 
as 
smoke from dumps, incinerat 
ors and factories. But now 70 
per cent of their smog is from 
autos.” 
The Bay Area’s problem Is 
just the reverse at this time, 
Linsky added. 
About 70 per 
cent of the smog is from sta­ 
tionary sources and the remain­ 
der is from cars. 
Linsky made these comments 
on smog control also:

“When we dined together as 
a group and they understood 
who we were, we got better 
attention; but if we went to 
another hotel alone or in twos 
and threes, there wasn’t any 
service, period.” 
Rubini inspected the kitchen 
in the Metropole Hotel and 
while the equipment was com­ 
paratively new, “in style it was 
40 or 50 years out of date.” 
“But 1 can’t honestly say 
the Russians are not good 
cooks—it’s just that they do 
not have the variety of food,” 
lie reported. 
Beef is scarce. At a food 
store where he examined the 
meat offered to the public, he 
was disappointed in what he 
saw. “It looked worse than 
our utility beef ” he comment­ 
ed. “For the first time in my 
life 1 couldn’t tell the grade 
and if it came from a cow or a 
steer. The Russians have a 
different way of cutting it— 
and that didn’t help.” 
Meal prices at the hotels he 
did not find excessive—for an 
American. Breakfasts came to 
about $1, lunches $1.50, din­ 
ners from $2.50 to $3—out of 
reach, however, of a Russian 
whose income may be any­ 
where f r o m $50 to $90 a 
month, according to Rubini. He 
was struck by the number of 
Africans and Indians who were 
hotel visitors. 
In the evening an orchestra 
played Amercian jazz and 
there were teen-agers trying 
to do our dance steps. 
“Their daddies must have 
been big shots,” he opined, 
“There is as much class dis­ 
tinction there as anywhere 
else in the world.” 
Surprisingly enough he dis­ 
covered that the hotels served 
exceptionally good champagne 
—made in Southern Russia, he 
was told. 


He said the regular water 
“didn’t taste good” so he avoid­ 
ed it, substituting mineral 
water. 
Rubini had nu Russian 
eounterpart in the restaurant 
business with whom to com­ 
pare notes, so he teamed up 
with members of the group 
on inspection tours and 
struck up conservations with 
visitors from other countries 
when there was no language 
barrier. 
A women’s apparel shop he 
described as “like Bianco’s 
Garage when it’s used for 
rummage sale. And the women 
paw over the goods the same 
w'ay.” 
He made the acquaintance of 
an Italian clothing representa­ 
tive who was selling overcoats 
to the (Russian government) 
stores at $19 to $29. “But those 
same overcoats were resold in 
their stores at $200 to $250,” 
he reported. 
Rubini returned home 10 
days after the other Marin 
travelers. He left Moscow be­ 
fore them but stopped in Bel­ 
gium and toured through parts 
of Italy by car. 
“There was all the differ­ 
ence in the world between the 
people in these places and 
those in Russia. And West 
Berlin is almost like an Amer­ 
ican city. Moscow was depress­ 
ing,” he concluded.

CRISIS BUYING SPREE

They were showing up at their markets with 
armloads of groceries and, in some cases, leaving 
with money.

Whether the shoppers got either 
depended on the individual market.

Russ Physicist, Two British 
Chemists Get Nobel Prizes

STOCKHOLM, Sweden UP — I 
The 
1962 
Nobel 
Prize 
for 
physics was awarded today t o ! 
Soviet scientist Lev Davidovic 
Landau, whose probes into the 
mysteries of the u n i v e r s e 
helped pave the way for the 
Soviet sputniks. 
The 1962 prize for chemistry 
went to two scientists at Cam­ 
bridge, England, whose work 
unfolded secrets in the human 
blood. Dr. John Cowdery Ken- 
drew and Dr. Max Ferdinand 
Perutz share the $49,656 prize 
for their studies of globular 
proteins. 
Landau, 54, is one of the few 
Jews to attain a high place in 
Soviet science. He was awarded 


the $49,656 physics prize for 
“his pioneering theories for 
condensed 
matter, 
especially 
liquid helium.” 
Landau’s research was halted 
Jan. 7 by an automobile acci­ 
dent. His car skidded on ice 
and crashed in Dubno, 75 miles 
from Moscow'. He lapsed into a 
coma and was still unconscious 
in March when a Canadian 
neurosurgeon, Dr. Wilder Pen- 
field, flew to Moscow to join 
French, Czech and Soviet spec­ 
ialists working to bring him 
around. 
Landau 
is reported 
making progress but there are 
doubts in Moscow he ever will 
recover fully. 
Kendrew and P e r u t z have 


worked together at the newly 
started laboratory of molecular 
biology at Cambridge since the 
beginning of this year. 


The structure determinations 
of large protein molecules for 
which the prize has now been 
awarded were made at the Cav­ 
endish laboratory at Cambridge 
with the aid of X-ray diffrac­ 
tion, 
a photographic optical 
method which became avail­ 
able through the discoveries of 
German N o b e l Prizewinner 
Max von Laue. 


Kendrew, born in Oxford 45 
years ago, came to Cambridge 
in 1947. Perutz, born in Vienna, 
Austria in 1914, left the univer-

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All's Quiet On India Front 
Minor Red 
Mortar Fire 
Reported 


NEW DELHI. India IUPP—An 
ominous quiet settled over the 
fighting fronts today in India’s 
undeclared border war with 
Communist China. 
An official spokesman re­ 
ported there was no change in 
the situation in Ladakh in the 
r.orthwest. He reported only 
some m inor Chinese mortar 
firing on Indian patrols in the 
North East Frontier Agency 
(NEFA) area of Jang in the 
northeast. Jang is about four 
miles east of Towang, an im­ 
portant monastery town which 
fell to the Reds more than a 
week ago. 
The spokesman said there 
were no Indian casualties from 
the m ortar fire. 
He reported, however, that 
India suffered 10 killed and 10 
wounded in fighting near Dam- 
chok in southern Ladakh be­ 
fore the Indians withdrew Oct. 
29. 
“Chinese casualties were con­ 
siderably higher,” the spokes­ 
man said without giving any 
figures. 
This report was in sharp 
contrast to the figure of 2,000 
to 2,500 dead and wounded 
which India previously was re­ 
ported to have suffered in the 
first 10 days of fighting that 
started Oct. 20. 
Meanwhile, the Indian gov­ 
ernm ent thanked the United 
States 
for offering

Rut when 
thousands of 
Chinese Communist troops 
poured over India’s borders 
this month, two of Krishna 
Menon’s previous positions 
became untenable: his long 
years of support for Peiping 
at home and abroad, and his 
failure to prepare the armed 
forces for the f i g h t i n g . 
Nehru took over the defense 
ministry himself, demoting 
Krishna Menon to organiz­ 
ing the economy for war. 


“I do not seek out contro­ 
versies—they seek me out.” 
Krishna Menon said recently in 
New York. 
‘ And 
we meet 
amicably half way.” 


But to many diplomats and 
officials, Indian and foreign, it 
seemed that Krishna Menon 
had gone much farther than 
half way many times. 
After building a reputation 
as a mediator by solving the 
Korean prisoner issue and aid­ 
ing in the French Indochina 
settlement, he: 


1. Refused to condemn the 
Soviet suppression of the Hun­ 
garian revolution; 
2. Refused to join in a Unit­ 
ed Nations resolution against 
Peiping for crushing Tibet on 
the grounds that ‘‘it does not 
help the Tibetans” ; 
3. 
Consistently 
advocated 
Communist China’s seating in 
the United Nations; 
4. Consistently condemned 
colonialism, but refused self- 
determination for Indian-held 
Kashmir and directed the in­ 
vasion of Goa.

He collapsed 
shortly afterwards with a heart 
insufficiency, and an Indian 
correspondent commented: 


“When an ordinary man 
faints,

wave smelling 
salts under his nose. When 
Krishna Menon faints, wave 
a microphone in front of him 
and he revives.” 
Krishna Menon was born in 
1897 to a middle class family 
in Calicut, Southern India. He 
mentary elections. But Krishna could have had a comfortable 


life 
under British rule but 
chose instead to go to England 
to study and agitate for Indian 
independence. 
He went to London Univer­ 
sity, the London School of Eco­ 
nomics, and the Middle Tem­ 
ple, where he won the right to 
wear the curly white wig of an 
English barrister. He entered 
labor politics and became a 
labor councilman for the work­ 
ing class borough of St. Pan­ 
eras. 


But 
most Important for 
K r i s h n a Menon was the 
friendship he formed with 
Nehru, who is seven years 
his senior. They worked to­ 
gether for Indian indepen­ 
dence, 
making 
soap 
box 
speeches, writing pamphlets 
and lobbying. 


When it was granted in 1947, 
Krishna Menon’s rise was swift. 
He became Indian high com­ 
missioner in Britain, head of 
the Indian United Nations dele­ 
gation, and then defense min­ 
ister. 
He had been widely picked 
as the next foreign minister if 
Nehru should give up the post, 
and as Nehru’s eventual suc­ 
cessor as head of government.

DEFENDERS SUFFER 
The Viet Cong entered part 
of the compound, and carried 
off a num ber of weapons. The 
defenders suffered 18 killed 
and 32 wounded. 
But air force fighters swept 
In before dawn, and by flare 
light poured cannon shells and 
rockets into the attackers. The 
air strike was followed by more 
strafing runs after dawn. Thir­ 
ty-three Viet Cong dead were 
counted and verified on the 
ground near the post, and offi­ 
cers estimated a total enemy 
dead, including those not found 
or carried off. as more than 
300.

on industrial plant expansion 
listed three planned plant ex­ 
pansions in San Leandro, Ven­ 
tura, and Fresno which had 
been canceled or indefinitely 
delayed 


The statement said nearly 
half of 35 other plant expan­ 
sions listed would employ no 
new workers “or were gross 
misrepresentations.” 


Nixon contended the chal­ 
lenged expansion claims em ­ 
phasize the need “for a Cali­ 
fornia crusade for new busi­ 
ness investment.” 


Brown, in his stretch drive 
for re-election, also reiterated 
an accusation that the former 
vice president would accept a 
presidential draft in 1964 — 
despite repeated Nixon state­ 
ments to the contrary. 


“I think Mr. Nixon really 
would 
run 
for 
president 
again. I just don’t believe 
that if another draft came 
along he would be able to 
resist it,” said the governor. 


Nixon, meantime, in one of 
his strongest attacks on Brown, 
predicts that his rival is set 
to launch “the most massive 
campaign of fear and smear in 
the history of California poli­ 
tics.”

Gentlement 


It Is of considerable distress that I write this fetter. 


Early in September, at a meeting of the Executive Board of my District's local Association, 1 was 
elected as a delegate to the CTA's leadership conference at Camp Seeley, near San Bernadino. 


On September 28th, I arrived there. During the ensuing two days, I witnessed what to me was 
an unbelievable series of events. I was deeply disturbed. In short, I was confronted with a 
compromise of my personal and professional ethics. My only alternative was speaking out for 
democratic principles. 


At the first meeting that I attended,! was shocked to hear one of the chairmen indicate to the 
delegates that there should be no deviation from the designated policy of the leaders, that 
he wanted everyone to think alike, that he wanted unity in CTA, as far as backing Dr. Richard­ 
son was concerned. 


During the question and answer period, I stated that in my district we had not endorsed either 
candidate, and that I personally knew of neighboring districts that had not endorsed either 
candidate. I stated that the endorsement decision was to be voted on the following week in 
my district. I further stated that I did not understand why Dr. Rafferty was not there to speak 
along with Dr. Richardson, as I was under the belief that both sides should be heard to make 
the best and the wisest decision, t noted that the CTA had printed articles by Dr. Rafferty on 
education in their CTA magazine, while no articles were printed by Dr. Richardson, t also 
stated that teachers had confided to me that the top echelon of CTA was trying to make de­ 
cisions for all of us while in reality they thought themselves quite capable of making their own 
decisions. In fact, I stated, it was even said to me that CTA was like Jimmy Hoffa's union, in 
which the leaders made the decisions and the teachers went along — right or wrong. 


In response, another teacher arose and stated that the CTA employed a truly representative 
form of organization. Another teacher asked how many delegates made the decision and what 
was the total membership of CTA? The answer» approximately 123,000 members and approx­ 
imately 350 delegates. (Simple arithmetic indicates that this is Vi of 1%). Later in the session 
I again raised my hand. The chairman, upon seeing this, said that the meeting was over and 
adjourned. 


The afternoon session was entitled "The Campaign for Richardson''— ! was surprised by the 
title itself. As a delegate from the San Diego area, I was under the impression that they would 
permit me to express my feelings regarding endorsement. M y position was and is that it was 
unfortunate that the CTA endorsed Richardson as I noticed that it was causing a lot of dis- 
sention among the delegates, since they had not been able to express their views by voting. 


I raised my hand and was recognized by Mr. McKay. Upon standing I was rudely asked by Mr. 
McKay to sit down with the comment that I was probably one of those very few teachers for 
Rafferty. He then recognized several other teachers in the room to speak. I again raised my 
hand, asking "when was he going to permit me to speak?" Someone in the back shouted "let 
her speak." He asked the audience "Shall I let her speak or shall I not?" Several shouted in 
the affirmative. 1 asked several question, namely: 


1. Was it true that John F. Kennedy was endorsed by this same top echelon group 
of the CTA when he ran for President in 1960? 


2 .1 thought that the material put into the folders of the 600 delegates was ex­ 
tremely biased when -they had falsely linked Dr. Rafferty with the John Birch 
Society. Why wasn't it also stated that the American Legion, V.F.W. and the 
Masons' had given Dr. Rafferty Americanism Awards, besides his Freedom Founda­ 
tion Award? On the other hand, why wasn't is stated that Dr. Richardson had 
been supported the three times he ran for public office by the People's World, a 
west coast Communist newspaper? 


Many delegates came up and talked to me about the American Federation of Teachers Union 
and another union endorsing Richardson before the primary. Someone then pointed out that 
Dr. Richardson, while on the L.A. Board of Education had an interesting voting record. They 
said he had voted against placing an "Americanism Desk" in the L.A. schools and that he had 
voted to amend the motion forbidding the Communist Party use of the Los Angeles school 
property. (I am bringing this up because these are some of the things that should have been 
discussed at the conference.) 


On October 2nd, after returning home, a state CTA delegate from my district visited me at 
school. During our discussion he asked me why I had spoken out at the conference. He then 
informed me that he had received a long distance cali from Camp Seeley seeking information 
about me. He refused to divulge the caller'* name but stated that THE CTA ETHICS COMMIS­ 
SION MIGHT INVESTIGATE ME for asking the above questions in the conference. 


What I experienced at Seeley sickened me as well as several other teachers present. I ask 
you — was it right to present one candidate in a falsified and dishonest light, then urge 
teachers to give financial support to the other candidate? Is this legal or ethical to pressure 
teachers in this manner? Was it right to place on top of the snack bar counter, material en­ 
dorsing only Democratic candidates in the upcoming election? Was it right to vote this en­ 
dorsement in JULY, before teachers returned to school? W as it right for Mr. McKay to speak 
as Richardson's campaign manager considering his leadership in the CTA? Do you, the Exe­ 
cutive Board, approve of the tactics used? 


As one teacher stated to me: 'The CTA may try to tell us how to vote and we can pretend that 
we go along with them,, but they'll never know just how we vote when we get to the polls." 
This statement shows the pressure exerted on teachers by the CTA. 


Should not our differences be aired inside the organization rather than alienate those that 
differ, so that they do not have a voice to air their opinions. When our right to differ and to 
question is suppressed, democratic processes are no longer in effect. 


Under these condition, I will not and cannot compromise my principles by supporting the CTA.

FAMILY FARE 


Non-Academic Skill Needs 
Development In Early Age 


By DAVID NY DICK 
Is th ere m ore to learning 
th a n the academic subjects? 
T he individual who is “ handy 
around the house” has many 
skills. These special abilities 
are valuable and should be de­ 
veloped. 
Many schools have included 
th e 
developm ent 
of 
manual 
skills in their total program. 
However, there is limited em ­ 
phasis on these areas before 
th e jun io r and 
senior 
high 
schools. Even at these upper 
grade levels, there is little or 
no attention given to these 
subjects for girls and boys en­ 
rolled 
in 
regular 
academic 
courses. 


THERE ARE, of course, vo­ 
cational type high schools, but 
these are only for those choos­ 
ing th e highly specialized pro­ 
gram s. Generally, in the ele­ 
m entary school, the extent of 
these types of subjects depends 
upo n the interest and ability of 
individual 
teachers 
and 
the 
lim its of available equipm ent. 


T here are many opportuni­ 
ties for teaching these tech­ 
niques to children, .ludgment 
as to the age for introducing 
particular skills is important. 
As in all areas, individual chil­ 
dren vary in growth rates. You 
can show a six y e a r old how 
to hold a hammer, while you 
would consider it duPgerous 
to have him working with elec­ 
tricity. 
The development of 
the basic abilities is necessary 
before the learning of the ac­ 
tual useful skill. 
T here is a direct connection 
between operating m any toys 
and 
operating 
drills, 
screw 
drivers, and ham m ers. Watch 
your child as he plays and you 
will get an idea of when he 
has developed the physical abil­ 
ity to handle particular equip 
ment safely. 


VOI R PERCHASES of toys 
and games can be planned to 
include those which will help 
your child develop coordina­ 
tion. For the young child, you 
will find many devices such as 
marm m 


building and construction sets, 
ham m ering toys, etc. As the 
child grows older, there item s 
should become smaller a n d 
m ore detailed. 
The building 
of model cars and airplanes is 
helpful if thev are not too dif­ 
ficult to complete Do not give 
the child m aterials which are 
so advanced th a t he loses in­ 
terest and becomes frustrated. 


BEYOND THE USE of toys, 
you will have to he resource­ 
ful. 
Help your child u n d e r­ 
stand 
how 
to 
repair 
m inor 
problems around the 
home. 
Building a simple shelf, or put­ 
ting a “do it yourself” table 
together all are part of this 
learning. 
This field of education is 
highly 
dependent 
upon 
the 
efforts of parents. Your e m p h a­ 
sis should be upon growl n of 
confidence and a wide varieiy 
of skills. 
The rew ards of being handy 
are great. Besides the m one­ 
tary savings, there is the won­ 
derful feeling of accomplish­ 
ment. (UPD

CHICAGO lUPli— Why is there 
such a fluctuation in the cost 
of multi-purpose vitamin pills? 
A spokesman for Abbott Lab­ 
oratories, North Chicago, 111., 
explained that the answer is 
on the label. 
“We 
m ake three multiple 
vitamin mixtures. One is low 
priced, one medium priced and 
the o th e r high priced. All con­ 
tain vitam ins A, C and D along 
with certain of the B-complex 
group. But in the low priced 
pill th e re are 5,000 units of 
Vitamin 
A, in 
the 
m edium 
priced pill 10,000 units and 
the 
high 
priced 
pill 25,000 
units,” he said. 
“G enerally s p e a k i n g , th e 
higher priced pill c o n t a i n 
more units of a given vitamin, 
and they may contain varieties 
of vitam ins and m inerals not 
found in the lower priced cap­ 
sules.” the spokesman said. 
W hich price range should 
the purchaser buy? 
“I’M N O T A physician, but I 
would say that you shouldn’t 
buy th e highest potency (high­ 
est priced) vitamins unless a 
physician has suggested it,” the 
Abbott spokesman said. “ For 
the 
healthy 
adult 
the 
low- 
priced vitamin m ixtures are 
adequate. In case of illness you 
might w ant to go to the m e­ 
dium priced capsules. Low or 
medium priced multi-purpose 
vitamins make up for im bal­ 
ance in the diet. High priced 
vitamin capsules fall into the 
treatm ent category.” 
The drug industry believes 
the danger of an overdose of 
viatm ins—of “ vitamin intoxi­ 
cation”— has been overstressed. 
An official of one drug firm 
said, “I ’m not trying to pick a 
fight with the AMA, but there 
are very few' instances of this. 
While it is humanly possible to 
get an overdose of Vitamin A 
or D, the likelihood is one 
chance in many millions. On 
the o ther hand, extrem ely high 
doses of Vitamin A are some­ 
times 
given 
for 
therapeutic 
purposes. Some physicians pre­ 


scribe daily doses as high as 
100,000 units for certain ill­ 
nesses.” 


DREG 
INDUSTRY leaders 
accept with reservations the 
AMA claim that most people 
do not need vitamins. 
“It is tru e that healthy per­ 
sons who eat the five classes 
of food needed for good nutri­ 
tion in the quantities recom­ 
mended do not need supple­ 
m entary vitamins. But there is 
a question of how m any peo­ 
ple get a normal diet,” an in­ 
dustry spokesman said. 
The ethical drug industry al­ 
so admits there has been some 


misleading advertising for vita 
mins, but it blames most of it I 
on “ health food faddists” and 
door-to-door vitamin pill sales­ 
m en. 


“ OERS IS THE most policed 
industry in the nation,” an in­ 
d u stry official said. “We are 
regulated by the federal Food 
an d Drug Administration (FDA) i 
and the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission (FTC). 
“ The FDA requires us to 
have a stable product which 
contains only th e substances 
and quantities specified on the 
label. The FTC polices our ad- 
| vertising.”

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
News Must Not Be Used As 
Weapon Or We Are Lost 


On Tuesday in Washington. Arthur 
Sylvester, assistant secretary of defense 
for public affairs, flatly stated that the 
government controlled release of news 
concerning the Cuban crisis as a “weap­ 
on” in the drive to force dismantling of 
Soviet missile bases. 
To quote Sylvester: 
“News flowing from actions taken by 
the government is part of the weaponry. 
In the world we live in, the generation 
of news by actions taken by the govern­ 
ment becomes one weapon in a strained 
situation.'1 
He declared that the whole emphasis 
of news releases was aimed at “speaking 
in one voice to your adversary.’ And. he 
added, “The results, in my opinion, jus­ 
tify the methods we used.” 
The result to which Sylvester obvi­ 
ously does not refer is the breakdown 
of confidence in what he and his depart­ 
ment will say in the future. Forever 
more, or at least until this attitude can 
be eradicated, the gnawing question 
c o n c e r n i n g administration news re­ 
leases will be, “what results are they 
after now?” 
The Kennedy administration almost 
from the start has been under criticism 
for its “control11 and “management” of 
the news. This is the first time, how­ 
ever, that such censorship policy has 
been designated as a “method” of get­ 
ting “results.” 
The more you consider the situation, 
the more sinister Sylvester s words ap­ 
pear. 
Democracy can not operate unless the 


people are informed truthfully and fully 
of what is happening. The declaration 
that news is a weapon is foreign to 
American thinking; it is a weapon only 
of totalitarian countries. Dictatorships 
and communist countries immediately 
take control of and eliminate the free 
press. The people are allowed to hear 
only the government “speaking in one 
voice.” 
Despots are used to such things and 
accept them for what they are. The 
American people are dependent upon 
reliable news. They have, until now, ac­ 
cepted the administration's releases at 
face value. 
We acknowledge that in times of peril 
or crisis, all news media must accept the 
responsibility of self restraint in mat­ 
ters of security. In wartime, censorship 
is reluctantly accepted in the national 
interest. 
But this is a long way from using 
new's as a weapon, of attempting to man­ 
age releases so the nation will seem 
“speaking in one voice.” On few' issues 
do we speak in one voice. 
Is Sylvester inferring that if he hadn't 
so cleverly managed the news, the re­ 
sults of the Cuban strategy would be 
different? We hope he doesn’t believe 
this. It is too tenuous a rope to hang our 
foreign policy upon. 
We hope the result of his boastful 
statement, however, will be a re-evalua­ 
tion of news policy by the administra­ 
tion and a return to the democratic right 
of the people to know what their gov-

The other two 
candidates, Lucien D. Miller 
and Gordon Weld Strawbridge, 
between them drew a total of 
14.414 votes. 
Both Fontez and Lauterwas­ 
ser have stressed their years 
of public service, each pointing 
to his own record as embody­ 
ing special qualifications for 
the post to be vacated by re­ 
tirement of M. F. Donohue.

2. Create an abstract of the 
unsecured tax roll, placing all 
delinquent taxes of a given in­ 
dividual on a single sheet of 
paper to avoid record search. 
3. Install cash registers with 
paper tape to eliminate key 
punching of collections, esti­ 
mated to save $4,0C0 yearly. 
Lauterwasser, a contractor 
and developer, claims that his 
years of public service “have 
been honest, conscientious and 
efficient” 
and says he has 
proved his ability and will to 
achieve results in every job 
undertaken. 


“I had many years of expe­ 
rience in handling other peo­ 
ple’s money, both as treasurer 
and in the investment busi­ 
ness,” Lauterwasser says “and 
deeply recognize the confidence 
required in this trust.

as others need psychiatric care. 
Drugs that relax the victim and 


the small arterioles at the ends 
of the f i n g e r s and toes to 
clamp down in a s t a t e of 
spasm. The skin over the digits 
becomes numb, cold, and blue 
or white in color. Shaking or 
rubbing the hands or feet does 
not help. 


RELIEF COMES ONLY on 
getting warm. Heat relieves 
spasm and when blood surges 
into the affected parts, the skin 
turns red and may burn and 
tingle for some tim e thereaft­ 
er. The feeling is com parable 
to taking a hot bath or shower 
im mediately after being out of 
doors in sub-zero w eather. 
The nervous system controls 
the blood vessels and blanch­ 
ing of the fingers o f t e n is 
linked w ith anger or o t h e r 
e m o t i o n a l outbursts. This 
m e a n s Raynaud’s syndrome 
can be brought on in the sus­ 
ceptible by periods of anxiety 
or frustration as well as by ex­ 
posure to cold. This is an im- 
p o r t a n t consideration when 
considering treatm ent and also 
explains why those with this 
disease are not cured simply by 
moving to a warm climate. 


VICTIMS OF POLIO, neur­ 
itis, frostbite, and trench foot 
also develop symptoms sim ilar 
ito R aynaud’s disease. In these 
instances, the small blood ves­ 
sels and nerves have been dam ­ 
aged and are hypersensitive to 
cold, as a rule, this type of cir­ 
culatory trouble is more an- 
noying than serious. The tis­ 
sues suffer from a deficiency 
of blood in a small percentage 
of Raynaud’s sufferers, leading 
to painful ulcers at the end of 
the fingers. Gangrene of an en­ 
tire finger rarely if ever oc­ 
curs. 
Most individuals with this 
condition rem ain comfortable 
by w earing warm clothes, in­ 
cluding gloves and wool hose, 
and avoiding overexposure to 
extrem e cold. The removal of 
certain nerves (sympathectomy) 
in th e back helps some, where-

It is known as “ progres­ 
sive care” and will place 
patients according to the 
need for nursing. It will be 
the first use of such a pro­ 
gram in Marin County. 
At present various wards 
will have patients with vary­ 
ing needs for care. Under the 
new program, intensive care 
patients, those who are acutely 
ill or w ho need special nursing, 
will be in the second level of 
the west wing of the hospital. 
Patients needing the average 
amount of care, about five to 
six nursing hours p er patient 
per day, will be placed in the 
intermediate area to be located 
in the center of the second 
level. 
Patients who have recovered 
enough to care for themselves 
will be in the self care area 
on the newly remodeled third 
floor. 
A hospital committee was 
appointed last sum m er to study 
the proposal. The committee 
also requested comments from 
doctors on the plan. 
The committee listed several 
advantages expected from the 
program: 
“The patients who need spec­ 
ial treatment and careful ob­ 
servation will all be where fa­ 
cilities and staff are readily 
available. 
“The 
convalescing 
patient 
will be away from the atmos­ 
phere of acute illness and will 
be encouraged to care for him­ 
self in 
preparation 
for dis­ 
charge.” 
The 
hospital 
recently has 
added a social service depart­ 
ment under direction of Mrs. 
1 Janet H. Stump. She will help 
patients and their families ar- 
¡ range for home nursing care, 
find rest homes, learn of wel­ 
fare or other financial assist­ 
ance that might be available, 
and offer family counseling.

The bride, once paid for. be­ 
com es little more than a chat­ 
tel. The husband's responsibil­ 
ity in the family runs to grow­ 
ing whatever cash crops he 
may choose, handling whatever 
money there is and sitting in 
the sun. 


He may occasionally mash 
up green bananas, add water 
and sugar and wait for it to 
ferment into “African gin’’ 
or waragi. 
On ceremonial 
occasions he will dress up in 
leopard skins and monkey 
hides and get out his spear. 


The bride is expected to take 
care of the sweet p o t a t o e s , 
beans, turnips and bananas out­ 
side the fam ily’s hut and to 
bring the water from whatever 
spring or stream is available. 
She must also raise the fam ily

fancy bride price.

KRISHNA MENON 
Center of controversies 


Menon won handily despite the 
border situation. 


Krishna Menon Is a 65- 
vear-old bachelor who neith­ 
er drinks nor smokes and 
has few' close friends. 
His 
hitter tongue has estranged 
many diplomats and his arro- j 
gance 
is 
resented 
among 
other Indian officials. But 
until the border war began 
Krishna Menon’s internation­ 
al standing had won him con­ 
siderable support among the 
Indian masses. 


In 
debating 
the 
Kashmir 
question in the United Nations, 
he set a record that still stands 
for the longest speech—seven 
hours and 45 minutes on Jan 
23 and 24, 1957 
He collapsed 
shortly afterwards with a heart 
insufficiency, and an Indian 
correspondent commented: 


“ When an ordinary man 
faints, you wave smelling 
salts under his nose. When 
Krishna Menon faints, wave 
a microphone in front of him 
and he revives.” 
Krishna Menon was born in 
1897 to a middle class family 
in Calicut, Southern India. He 
“ Menon represents China- - charged in this year’s parlia- 
not India,” his 
o p p o n e n t mentary elections. But Krishna could have had a comfortable 


life under British rule but 
chose instead to go to England 
to study and agitate for Indian 
independence. 
He went to London Univer­ 
sity, the London School of Eco 
nomics. and the Middle Tem­ 
ple. where he won the right to 
wear the curly white wig of an 
English barrister. He entered 
labor politics and became a 
labor councilman for the work­ 
ing class borough of St, Pan- 
cras. 


But most Important for 
K r i s h n a Menon was the 
friendship he formed with 
Nehru, who is seven years 
his senior. They worked to­ 
gether for Indian indepen­ 
dence, 
making 
soap 
box 
speeches, writing pamphlets 
and lobbying. 


When it was granted in 1947, 
Krishna Menon's rise was swift. 
He became Indian high com­ 
missioner in Britain, head of 
the Indian United Nations dele­ 
gation. and then defense min­ 
ister. 
He had been widely picked 
as the next foreign minister if 
Nehru should give up the post, 
and as Nehru’s eventual suc­ 
cessor as head of government.

Gentlemen* 


It is of considerable distress that I write this letter. 


Early in September, at a meeting of the Executive Board of my District s local Association, 1 was 
elected os a delegate to the CTA's leadership conference at Camp Seeley, near Son Bernadino. 


On September 28th, f arrived there. During the ensuing two days, I witnessed what to me wo» 
an unbelievable series of events. I was deeply disturbed. In short, I was confronted with a 
compromise of my personal and professional ethics. My only alternative was speaking out for 


democratic principles. 


At the first meeting that I attended,! was shocked to hear one of the chairmen indicate to the 
delegates that there should be no deviation from the designated policy of the leaden, that 
he wanted everyone to think alike, that he wanted unity in CTA, as far as backing Dr. Richard­ 


son was concerned. 


During the question and answer period, 1 stated that in my district we had not endorsed either 
candidate, and that I personally knew of ne:ghboring districts that had not endorsed either 
candidate. I stated that the endorsement decision was to be voted on the following week in 
my district. I further stated that I did not understand why Dr. Rafferty was not there to speak 
along with Dr. Richardson, as I was under the belief that both sides should be heard to make 
the best and the wisest decision, t noted that the CTA had printed articles by Dr. Rafferty on 
education in their CTA magazine, while no articles were printed by Dr. Richardson. I also 
stated that teachers had confided to me that the top echelon of CTA was trying to make de­ 
cisions for all of us while in reality they thought themselves quite capable of making their own 
decisions. In fact, I stated, it was even said to me that CTA was like Jimmy Hoffa's union, in 
which the leaders made the decisions and the teachers went along — right or wrong. 


In response, another teacher arose and stated that the CTA employed a truly representative 
form of organization. Another teacher asked how many delegates made the decision and what 
was the total membership of CTA? The answer: approximately 123,000 members and approx­ 
imately 350 delegates. (Simple arithmetic indicates that this is Va of 1 % ). Later in the session 
I again raised my hand. The chairman, upon seeing this, said that the meeting was over and 


adjourned. 


The afternoon session was entitled "The Campaign for Richardson' — I was surprised by L'S 
title itself. As a delegate from the San Diego area, I was under the impression that they would 
permit me to express my feelings regarding endorsement. My position was and is that it was 
unfortunate that the CTA endorsed Richardson as I noticed that it was causing a lot of dis- 
sention among the delegates, since they had not been able to express their views by voting. 


1 raised my hand and was recognized by Mr. McKay. Upon standing I was rudely asked by Mr. 
McKay to sit down with the comment that I was probably one of those very few teachers for 
Rafferty. He then recognized several other teachers in the room to speak. I again raised my 
hand, asking "when was he going to permit me to speak?" Someone in the back shouted "let 
her speak." He asked the audience "Shall I let her speak or shall I not?" Several shouted in 
the affirmative. I asked several question, namely: 


1. Was it true that John F. Kennedy was endorsed by this same top echelon group 
of the CTA when he ran for President in 1960? 


2. I thought that the material put into the folders of the 600 delegates was ex­ 
tremely biased when they had falsely linked Dr. Rafferty with the John Birch 
Society. Why wasn't it also stated that the American legion, V.F.W. and the 
Masons' had given Dr. Rafferty Americanism Awards, besides his Freedom Founda­ 
tion Award? On the other hand, why wasn't is stated that Dr. Richardson had 
been supported the three times he ran for public office by the People s World, a 
west coast Communist newspaper? 


Many delegates came up and talked to me about the American Federation of Teachers Union 
and another union endorsing Richardson before the primary. Someone then pointed out that 
Dr. Richardson, while on the L.A. Board of Education had an interesting voting record. They 
said he had voted against placing an "Americanism Desk" in the l.A. schools and that he had 
voted to amend the motion forbidding the Communist Party use of the Los Angeles school 
property. (I am bringing this up because these are some of the things that should have been 


discussed at the conference.) 


On October 2nd, after returning home, a state CTA delegate from my district visited me at 
school. During our discussion he asked me why I had spoken out at the conference. He then 
informed me that he had received a long distance call from Camp Seeley seeking information 
about me. He refused to divulge the caller's name but stated that THE CTA ETHICS COMMIS­ 
SION MIGHT INVESTIGATE ME for asking the above questions in the conference. 


W hat I experienced at Seeley sickened me as well as several other teachers present. I ask 
you — wcis it right to present one candidate in a falsified and dishonest light, then urge 
teachers to give financial support to the other candidate? Is this legal or ethical to pressure 
teachers in this manner? Was it right to place on top of the snack bar counter, material en­ 
dorsing only Democratic candidates in the upcoming election? Was it right to vote this en­ 
dorsement in JULY, before teachers returned to school? Was it right for Mr. McKay to speak 
as Richardson's campaign manager considering his leadership in the CTA? Do you, the Exe­ 


cutive Board, approve of the tactics used? 


As one teacher stated to me: "The CTA may try to tell us how to vote and we can pretend »hat 
we go along with them, but they'll never know just how we vote when we get to the polls." 
This statement shows the pressure exerted on teachers by the CTA. 


Should not our differences be aired inside the organization rather than alienate those that 
differ, so that they do not have a voice to air their opinions. When our right to differ and to 
question is suppressed, democratic processes are no longer in effect. 


Under these condition, I will not and cannot compromise my principles by supporting the CTA.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
News Must Not Be Used As 
Weapon Or We Are Lost 


On Tuesday in Washington, Arthur 
Sylvester, assistant secretary of defense 
for public affairs, flatly stated that the 
government controlled release of news 
concerning the Cuban crisis as a “ weap­ 
on” in the drive to force dismantling of 
Soviet missile bases. 
To quote Sylvester: 
“News flowing from actions taken by 
the government is part of the weaponry. 
In the world we live in, the generation 
of news by actions taken by the govern­ 
ment becomes one weapon in a strained 
situation. 
He declared that the whole emphasis 
of news releases was aimed at “speaking 
in one voice to your adversary.' And, he 
added, “The results, in my opinion, jus­ 
tify the methods we used. 
The result to which Sylvester obvi­ 
ously does not refer is the breakdown 
of confidence in what he and his depart­ 
ment will say in the future. Forever 
more, or at least until this attitude can 
be eradicated, the gnawing question 
c o n c e r n i n g administration news re ­ 
leases will be, “ what results are they 
after now?" 
The Kennedy administration almost 
from the start has been under criticism 
for its “ control” and “ m anagem ent” of 
the news. This is the first time, how­ 
ever, that such censorship policy has 
been designated as a “method 
of get­ 
ting “ results.'’ 
The more you consider the situation, 
the more sinister Sylvester's words ap­ 
pear. 
D e m o c r a c y can not o p e r a te unless the 


people are informed truthfully and fully 
of what is happening. The declaration 
that news is a weapon is foreign to 
American thinking; it is a weapon only 
of totalitarian countries. Dictatorships 
and communist countries immediately 
take control of and eliminate the free 
press. The people are allowed to hear 
only the government “speaking in one 
voice.” 
Despots are used to such things and 
accept them for what they are. The 
American people are dependent upon 
reliable news They have, until now, ac­ 
cepted the administration s releases at 
face value. 
We acknowledge that in times of peril 
or crisis, all news media must accept the 
responsibility of self restraint in mat­ 
ters of security. In wartime, censorship 
is reluctantly accepted in the national 
interest. 
But this is a long way from using 
news as a weapon, of attempting to man­ 
age releases so the nation will seem 
“speaking in one voice." On few' issues 
do we speak in one voice. 
Is Sylvester inferring that if he hadn't 
so cleverly managed the news, the re­ 
sults of the Cuban strategy would be 
different? Wo hope he doesn’t believe 
this. It is too tenuous a rope to hang our 
foreign policy upon. 
We hope the result of his boastful 
statement, however, will be a re-evalua­ 
tion of news policy bv the administra­ 
tion and a return to the democratic right 
of the people to know what their gov­ 
ernment is doing.

and how, if he can’t, he can 
work his way back into the 
community of A m e r i c a n 
states.

Fontez, Lauterwasser Battle For TaxTreasurer Job 


Candidates 


Both Strong 


In Primary 


Two victors in a four-candi­ 
date June primary contest will 
battle to a finish in Tuesday’s 
vote for county tax collector- 
treasurer. 
sole 
countywide 
fight in the general election. 
They are Stanley J Fontez. 
41, now on leave from his job 
of senior accountant in the of­ 
fice of county auditor-control- 
ler. and Russ Lauterwasser, 55. 
who is a former Larkspur city 
councilman, city treasurer and 
city clerk-tax collector-assessor. 
Fontez, first to announce his 
candidacy 
l a s t 
December, 
polled top vote of 15.295 in: 
the primary. Lauterwasser an­ 
nounced second and ran 
a 
strong primary second w i t h 
13.275 votes. The other two 
candidates. Lucien D. Miller 
and Gordon Weld Strawbridge, 
between them drew a total of 
14.414 votes. 
Both Fontez and Lauterwas­ 
ser have stressed their years 
of public service, each pointing 
to his own record as embody­ 
ing special qualifications for 
the post to be vacated by re­ 
tirement of M. F. Donohue. 
Fontez has been able to claim

direct acquaintance with the 
work of the treasurer’s office 
through his service with the 
auditor. He has Donohue's sup­ 
port. 
Lauterwasser attributes Don­ 
ohue's support for Fontez to 
the incumbent's desire that his 
successor follow his own in­ 
vestment policy. 


Fontez declares in rebuttal 
that he has no commitment to 
follow’ Donohue policies. He of­ 
fers 
a 
three-point 
program 
which, if elected, he says he 
will implement: 
1. Create 
more 
revolving 


bank accounts, paying by check 
rather than by warrant to ob­ 
tain automatic reconciliation, 
with savings estimated at S2,- 
000 yearly in clerical time. 


2. Create an abstract of the 
unsecured tax roll, placing ail 
delinquent taxes of a given in­ 
dividual on a single sheet of 
paper to avoid record search. 


3. Install cash registers with 
paper tape to eliminate key 
punching of collections, esti­ 
mated to save $4,0C0 yearly. 
Lauterwasser, a contractor 
and developer, claims that his 
years of public service “ have 
been honest, conscientious and 
efficient” 
and 
says he has 
proved his ability and will to 
achieve results in every job 
undertaken. 


1 
“ I had many years of expe­ 
rience in handling other peo­ 
ple’s money, both as treasurer 
and in the investment busi­ 
ness,” Lauterwasser says “ and 
deeply recognize the confidence 
required in this trust. I have 
always operated my office on 
a basis of economy resulting in 
savings to the taxpayers. I 
have been successful in all

fields of business in which I 
have engaged.” 


Born in San Francisco and 
educated in schools there, Lau­ 
terwasser has lived in Marin 
County since 1924. He w as 
elected Larkspur city council­ 
man in 1937 but quit three 
years later when appointed 
city treasurer-budget director. 


Thrice elected treasurer, he j 
served 14 years until appoint­ 
ment as fulltime city clerk-tax 
collector-assessor in 1954. He 
resigned in 1957 to become a 
subdivider and developer. 
Lauterwasser was for several 
years chairman of the govern­ 
ing board of the San Francisco 
Mining Exchange. He has been 
a director of several corpora­ 
tions, was chairman of the Re­ 
publican County Central Com­ 
mittee in 1950, and was on the 
committee in 1940 and 1959. 
He tried for a State Assem­ 
bly seat in 1950. 
With his wife, ihe former 
Grace Monaghan, and a daugh­ 
ter he lives at 111 Ridgeview 
Road, Larkspur. 
Fontez also was born in San 
Francisco but came to Marin 
County when only six years old 
and has lived here since that 
time. He took accounting and 
political Science at San Fran­ 
cisco State College after at­ 
tending 
Fairfax 
elementary 
and Tamalpais High School, 
then served four years in the 
army, winding up as first lieu­ 
tenant after South Pacific and 
Far East duty. 
His work record includes 


service with the Marin Mum-: 
cipal Water District and at San 
Quentin 
Prison. 
Fontez has 
been a licensed real estate 
salesman and a public account- j 
ant. He has elementary and sec- 
ondary 
teaching 
credentials 
and has taught accounting, fi­ 
nance and tax matters for 14 


years 
Fontez installed an account­ 
ing 
system 
for 
the 
Marin 
County Employees Retirement 
Fund and is technical adviser 
to the fund. He designed and 
installed major accounting sys­ 


tems used by the auditor*! of­ 
fice. He has been certified in 
programming of e l e c t r o n i c 
computers and systems. 
With his wife, Florence, and 
three children. Fontez lives at 
501 Heather Way, Terra Linda.

For Circulatory Disorder Victims 


Cooler weather means trouble for the 
millions of people who have circulatory 
disorders.

This 
m e a n s Raynaud's syndrome 
ran be brought on in the sus­ 
ceptible by periods of anxiety 
o r frustration as well as by ex 
posure to cold. This is an im- 
p o r t a n t consideration when 
considering treatm ent and also 
explains why those with this 
disease are not cured simply by 
moving to a warm climate

ADOPTING 


NEW PLAN 


Ross General 
W ill Inaugurate 
Progressive Car 


On Dec. 1 Ross General 
Hospital will adopt a new 
concept in nursing for its 
patients. 
It is known as “ progres­ 
sive care" and will place 
patients according to the 
need for nursing. It will be 
the first use of such a pro­ 
gram in Marin County. 
At present various wards 
will have patients with vary­ 
ing needs for care. Under the 
new program, intensive care 
patients, those who are acutely 
ill or who need special nursing, 
will be in the second level of 
the west wing of the hospital. 


Patients needing the average 
amount of care, about five to 
six nursing hours per patient 
per day, will be placed in the 
intermediate area to be located 
in the center of the second 
level. 
Patients who have recovered 
enough to care for themselves 
will be in the self care area 
on the newly remodeled third 
floor.

“ The patients who need spec­ 
ial treatment and careful ob- j 
servation will all he where fa­ 
cilities and staff are readily 
available.

will he away from the atmos-| 
phere of acute illness and will 
he encouraged 1o care for him­ 
self in preparation 
for dis­ 
charge.'’

added a social service depart-1 
ment under direction of Mrs. 
Manet H Stump. She will help 
patients and their families ar­ 
range for home nursing care, 
find rest homes, learn of wel­ 
fare or other financial assist­ 
ance that might be available, 
and offer family counseling.
